Ingrham was shot to death as 
she attempted to telephone for 
help' during a robbery of the 
couple's Maple Street grocery 
store. 


Langston was sentenced to a 


mandatory life imprisonment 
term by Judge Warshawsky 
Sept. 14. At the time, the judge 


denied a motion by Burch that 
sentencing be stayed pending 
the request for the new trial. 


Mrs. Reynolds states in the 


affidavit that after the trial she 
called an attorney who recom- 
mended that she call the judge 
to tell him what had happened. 
When she could not contact 
Warshawsky, she called Burch, 
according to the affidavit. 


In the motion for a new trial, 


plus Mrs. Reynolds' affidavit, 
Burch also cites a number of 
reasons which he claims denied 
Langston a fair trial:

J There were five contenders. 
Abraham Hirshfeld, a building con­ 
tractor, who had no great cause for 
running except a desire to be a Sena­ 
tor. 
Paul O’Dwyer, president of the New 
York City Council, a self proclaimed 
liberal whose past political travelling 
has been more in the m iddle of the 
road. 
Ramsey Clark, former U.S. Attorney 
General in the Johnson A dm inistra­ 
tion, liberal to the point of being hairy. 
Bella Abzug, a Congresswoman 
from New York City, proud of being 
one of the country’s worst styled 
women and a strident advocate of 
women’s liberation. 
Daniel Patrick Moynihan, the poli­ 
tical science professor who in late 
years has alternated between the Har­ 
vard classroom and the Washington 
milieu. 
From the outset the main bout was 
between Abzung and Moynihan who 
went down to the wire with the latfer 
edging across the finish line by a one 
per cent margin. 
Hirschfield, Clark and O’Dwyer 
were so far to the rear as to make their 
vote count a short exercise in small 
figures. 
Mrs. Abzug cam paigned hard and 
heavy for the women’s vote and 
devoted considerable of her flam ­ 
boyant rhetoric to Moynihan’s suspect 
Status as a true Democrat. 
He had several hurdles to clear. 
H e waS~~Richard Nixon’s personal 
advisor on foreign affairs and upper 
level domestic questions. 
D uring-hir service with the former 
P resident, Moynihan outraged the 
blacks for counseling Nixon to treat 
their protests on civil rights with 
‘“benign neglect.” Although he was 
trying to point out that Rome was not 
built in a day and therefore three cen­ 
turies of poor treatm ent cannot be 
corrected in 30 days, his phraseology 
left the opposite impression. 
When Ford took over the White 
House he appointed Moynihan as our 
am bassador to the UN. 
During his short stay in that job he 
gave the impression of going out of the 
way to slap at the Third World nations 
. who regularly issue com plaints that 
the U.S. alone is responsible for the 
Mioes besetting the world. • 
He also took a firm stand for a 


‘ strong m ilitary posture by the U/S. 
trnd when not badgering his shrill op­ 


position in the UN delivered, some 
speeches on the necessity to preser\e 
the American family way of life. 
Just to stir the pudding a bit more, 
he delivered a bell ringer to reporters 
last October when being asked what

“ It would be dishonorable,” burst 
Moynihan to leave a critical public 
service post to seek political office.

For a man who had no experience in 
the rough and tum ble of scrounging 
for voters, Moynihan acquitted himself 
with distinction. 
He didn’t try to outshout Bella. No 
one can. 
He did not apologize for serving 
under two Republican Presidents. 
He did not recant his views on the 
m ilitary or the family. 
He simply changed his method of 
putting across the message. 
Moynihan’s natural delivery inclines 
to the stentorian, a carryover from 
lecturing which is fairly common to 
classroom instruction. 
When upset, as he was most of the 
time with the unruly UN delegates, he 
sheds the shotgun pontification for 
some slingshot barbs.

Daniel Patrick threw up a hedge row 
which she could not penetrate. 
He shortened his speeches and filled 
them with witticism s which come na­ 
turally to him, and learned to shake a 
lot of hands as though he enjoyed 
pressing the flesh.

Bella talked at it. 
We have a feeling Buckley was hop­ 
ing Bella would come out ahead. 
She’s a made to order opponent once 
she leaves her liberal constituency in 
New York City.

Alligator Farming 
May Be The Answer 


Someone in Washington seems to be 
spending an awful lot of time counting 
alligators. Most people, we suspect, 
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would rather keep their distance from 
the beasts. After all, they are not par­ 
ticularly attractive, definitely not hos­ 
pitable, and when they open their 
mouths in what might be an imitation 
of a smile it is best to start running. 
Even so, most people probably 
would rather the beasts did not 
become entirely extinct. They do serve 
a useful reminder of the type of ugly 
creatures which once roamed the 
planet at will. 
When the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service said, in 1970, there were only 
52,000 of the reptiles rem aining, the 
nation became very alligator cons­ 
cious. Alligators went on the endan­ 
gered list, prohibitions were enacted 
against 
using alligator skins 
for 
clothing and other goods and protec-* 
tive measures were taken to preserve 
reptilian habitats. 
Those efforts must have succeeded, 
because now the governm ent says 
alligators num ber 650,000. They are 
becoming a nuisance, although con­ 
servationists question the population 
figures. It is a good point — how does 
one get close enough to tell an alligator 
from 
a 
log, 
but 
not 
too close? 
Meanwhile, why doesn’t some branch 
of the government start alligator 
farming? That would both keep the 
gators’ num bers at a suitable figure 
for posterity and provide an export 
crop of skins to help improve the U.S. 
balance of trade.

Wasn’t A Lie 


A weird sequence of events 
involving Jimmy Carter has 
just occurred. It does not in­ 
volve a major issue of public 
policy, but it does shed light on 
Carter himself and his cam ­ 
paign operation. What emerges 
is quite strange. 
On August 23, Carter took his 
campaign to Hollywood, where 
he attended a party full of 
trendy celebrities. Addressing 
some rem arks to this group. 
Carter painted a bleak, heart- 
wfenching picture of rural 
Georgia. 
“ In the county where I’m 
from,” he said, “we don’t have 
a doctor, a dentist, a phar­ 
macist, a registered nurse, and 
people who livp there who are 
very poor have no access to 
preventive health care. ” 
You can imagine how this 
Tobacco Road stuff Went over 
with the radical chic Hollywood 
crowd. It must have produced 
an ecstasy of moral indignation. 
However, Carter’s statement 
apparently was totally false. A 
few days later, my friend and 
colleague Kevin Phillips called 
attention to the apparent fal­ 
sehoods. 
Phillips noted that Plains, 
Georgia, lies in Sumter County. 
Not only does Sumter County 
has a hospital, 22 physicians, 
pharmacies, 
and 
registered 
nurses, but one Jam es Earl 
Carter served on the hospital 
authority there. What is more, 
C arter’s 
own 
mother, 
Mi/ 
Lillian, has been a registered 
nurse for years. 
During the Depression, as 
Carter’s biographies record, his 
mother worked 12 to 20 hours 
per day in the hospital and in 
patients’ homes providing the 
medical care that Carter, in 
Hollywood, seemed to deny was 
available at all. 
By any of the usual criteria, in 
fact, medical care in Sumter 
County is normal for Georgia 
and not bad by most rural stan­ 
dards on a national basis. 
What was going on here? Had

When Carter referred to “the 
county where I'm from,” it was 
explained to us, he did not mean 
Sumter County where he now' 
lives, but adjacent W ebster 
County, where he was reared. 
Furtherm ore, it is literally 
true that, in a sense, W ebster 
County “ has" no physicians, 
pharmacies, etc. But W ebster 
County is a tiny entity with a 
population of 2,600. It is served 
by dozens of physicians located 
8-12 miles away — in Sumter 
County* itself, Terrell County, 
and Stewart County. 
The catch is that to reach 
Webster County such physicians 
have to cross the county line. 
Similarly, 
Webster 
County 
residents have to cross the 
county line to reach a phar­ 
macy, though, in point of fact, 
pharmacies are not in short 
supply and not inaccessible. 
In view of these facts. Carter 
headquarters contended, you 
could not say that Carter was 
lying out in Hollywood. 
Stricktlv spealong, I suppose 
he was not. Had Carter given 
that statement under oath, h«* 
might well have beaten a per­ 
jury charge. But the statement 
was certainly deceptive and the 
explanation 
given 
by 
his 
headquarters so ingenious as to 
constitute a different kind of 
outrage.

History may not repeat itself 
in a literal sense, but certain 
political behavior patterns have 
a 
tendency' to 
recur. 
For 
example, Barry Golflwater’s 
candidacy for President in 1964 
ended at the year’s Republican 
Convention — as did George 
McGovern’s Democratic pros­ 
pects at Miami Be^ch in 1972. 
Both received the kiss of death 
because they were perceived as 
“ radical.” 
This year 1 have been getting 
ominous flashbacks to the Ken­ 
nedy campaign of 
1960 — 
apprehensions which are shared 
by a number of friends who are 
veterans of that cliff-hanger. 
For many readers, 1960 was 
somewhere in the Middle Ages 
and John F. Kennedy is a lead­ 
ing American candidate for 
canonization or defamation. 
Kennedy, as a matter of fact, 
was not all that popular; his poll 
ratings were sagging in the fall 
of 1963 Indeed, reacting to the 
unexpected warmth of a Texas 
crowd — the day before his 
-death — he ironically observed 
to Lyndon Johnson that in 1964 
at least they would carry Texas 
and Massachusetts! 
. 
But in 1960, despite the op­ 
timism that he generated (and 
which was reflected by the press 
which despised Nixon), Ken­ 
nedy was in real trouble. Part of 
it was caused by the tendency of 
a substantial chunk of the 
populace to operate on inertial 
guidance: nothing much had 
happened 
while 
Ike 
was 
President, many people are 
happy when nothing much hap­ 
pens, and Nixon had been Ike’s 
Vice President. 
Second, 
there 
was 
the 
religious question 
Kennedy tackled it head-on in 
Houston in a superb al fresco 
discussion with a group of 
Protestant ministers — but he 
made the mistake of thinking 
this rhetorical triumph settled 
the matter. It remained un­ 
derground and potent. 
Finally, there was his cam­ 
paign 
organization, 
led 
by 
Bobby 
Kennedy 
and 
Ken 
O’Donnell. 
During 
the 
primaries (with some input 


from the “ Founding F ather,” 
Joseph P.), this team did an 
extraordinary job Recall they 
ws‘re 
running 
against 
the 
Democratic “ Establishm ent” 
personified by Adlai Stevenson, 
Eleanor Roosevelt and Hubert 
Humphrey. Organzied 
labor 
was suspicious of Kennedy 
because he had been a sponsor • 
of what became — when he lost 
control of it — the Landrum- 
Griffin Act, severely limiting 
various aspects of trade union 
behavior. 
Americans 
for 
Democratic Action was still 
locked in a love affair with 
Adlai. 
In short. Jack Kennedy and 
the so-called “Irish Mafia’’ won 
the nomination all by them ­ 
selves. With understandable, 
but dangeroüs, egotism, they 
thought they would win the 
presidential election on the 
same basis. Since the locals had 
been 
unreliable 
in 
the 
primaries, outside proconsuls 
were appointed to manage state 
campaigns. 
• 
Ted Kennedy, for example, 
was appointed Viceroy of the 
West: his only November suc­ 
cesses were Nevada, with a 
2,500 vote edge, and Hawaii, 
which went Democratic by 115. 
Bobby Kennedy’s undisguised 
contempt for liberal Democrats 
was not helpful. But then, they 
didn’t need us — hell, they 
didn’t need anybody. 
So much for medieval history.

from the "huge market" of 
Chicago. 


Mrs. Kosick says increased 


tourist business could have a 
great economic impact on the 
county. "When we promote 
tourism, we are generating 
local revenue. You are attract- 
ing a temporary populace that 
you don't have to provide the 
same daily services as per- 
manent residents." 
•Each traveler, according to 
Airs. Kosick, spends an average 
of 135 (and 155 for convention 
delegate) per pe'rson.'per day 
with an average of a 2.5 day 
stay.

Hawthorn publishers-and de- 
tailing the frequent loneliness 
and pain of clergy life. 


She commented: "There are a

They're ex- 
pected to be friends of everyone, 
but nobody is expected to be 


friends to them. They go from 
crisis to crisis, deaths, ac- 
cidents, sickness, marital trou- 
bles, 
giving comfort. But 


nobody comforts them. 


"They pour themselves out 


for others, but there's scarcely 
any feedback at all. It's terribly 
draining."

Lavender, whose hus- 


band John is pastor of Bakers- 
field's First Baptist church, 
said 
ministers 
need 
en- 


couragement and praise to keep 
up their, morale just as others 
do, but seldom get it. 


She said they also needed 


sympathetic listening friends to 
'whom to bare their troubles, 
just as pastors share such bur- 
dens of others. However, she 
said the lay attitude generally is 
that 
ministers 
should 
l)e 


paragons without the ordinary 
human frailties. 


"But they have their limita- 


tions, too. and it should be ac- 
cepted," she said. "When they 
make a mistake, let them make 


a mistake: when they fall, let 
them fall instead of turning cold • 
toward them for it. They're 
people, loo," 


She said some ministers also 


need to let their hair down and 
be more open in discussing their 
worries 4nd uncertainties, even 
about faith. "They should allow 
themselves to be vulnerable," 
she said. "It brings people and 
pastor closer together and opens 
up lines of comunkation so real 
friendship can set in." 


She added that there is utterly 


no reason for that roomful of 
men to turn so prim and polite 
when the pastor came in. She 
said: 


"He probably knows more 


about (he rough side of life that 
any of them. I to faces it across 
his desk everyday, people with 
problems about sex, alcohol, 
kids on dope. He lives in no 
ivory tower. He also can be a lot 
of fun. He needs to relax, too, 
and oh how he wants a good 
laugh."

Jewish New Year 


Rosh Hashana and Yom Kippur, the Hi^h 
Holidays which mark the spiritual as well as 
the calendar beyinninK of the .Jewish year, 
will be observed by Jews throughout the 
world beginning Friday evening. Sept. 24,, 
according to Rabbi Harold J. Berman of 
Temple B'nai Shalom, Benton Harbor. 
The holiday of Rosh Hashana i» observed 
Sept. 24 and 25. Yom Kippur begins Sunday 
evening, Oct. 3, and is observed during the 
day of Monday, Oct. 4. These holidays mark 
the beginning of the Hebrew year 5737. 
Rabbi Berman says tradition teaches that 
on Rosh Hashana the story of every in­ 
dividual is reviewed and his fate is written 
for the year to come. For this reason, Rosh 
Hashana is spent in serious reflection of the 
year gone by as well as in prayers asking for 
a good and healthy year to come. 
It is customary to add honey to the menu of

This ancient instrum ent made of a ram ’s 
horn, is a shrill call to join together in 
prayer. Its loud and piercing sound serves as 
a reminder of the awesome seriousness of the 
day. 
Yom Kippur, the Day of Atonement, ac­ 
cording to tradition is the day on which that 
which has been inscribed for the year to 
come is sealed. On this day Jews fast from 
sundown of the previous evening until after 
dark on the next evening — approximately 26 
hours. The fast is a total fast with no food or 
drink of any kind. Synagogue services fill 
almost the entire day, with only a short break 
during the afternoon.

Pigeon River Suit Filed By Environmental Coalition

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - A 
coalition 
of 
environmental 
groups has filed suit in another 
phase of their long battle to 
block expanded gas and oil 
drilling in the Pigeon River 
Country State Forest. 
The suit, filed Friday in 
Ingham County Circuit Court, 
seeks to overturn an order by 
the state Natural Resources 
Commission to permit drilling 
in the southern one-third of the 
northern Michigan wilderness 
area. 
Judge Thomas Brown set an 
Oct. 28 hearing on the request 
for a preliminary injunction to 
block permits to drill in the 
forest. 
Meanwhile, the state attorney 
general’s office agreed the state 
would not issue any permits 
until the October hearing has 
been held 
The suit also seeks a final 
judgment either banning such 
drilling or sending the m atter 
back to the Natural Resources 
Commission. 
The suit argues the commis­ 
sion 
failed 
to 
follow 
the 
Michigan Environmental Pro­ 
tection Act (EPA) in approving 
the drilling. Should the issue be 
returned to the commission, the 
environmental groups want a 
court directive telling the com­ 
mission to abide by the en­ 
vironmental 
protection 
provisions in the EPA. 
The suit was filed by Roger 


Conner, attorney for the West 
Michigan Environmental Action 
Council. Also listed as plaintiffs 
were the Northland Sportsmen’s 
Club. Detroit Audubon Society 
Inc., and seven other groups 
Capping a hotly controversial 
dispute, the Natural Resources 


Commission voted in June to let 
three oil companies drill for oil 
and gas on 15,000 acres in the 
southern 
third 
of

square-mile forest. The three 
companies gave up plans to drill 
on 63,000 other acres, 
but 
reserved the right to seek 


drilling permits on 6,000 acres 
of land in the northern two- 
thirds of the forest after Jive 
years. 
The order was the result of an

Nixon, said Ford would portray 
himself there as a rigid conser­ 
vative while painting Carter as 
“a born-again liberal.” 
Ford’s running mate, Sen. 
Bob Dole, sounded that theme 
Friday, telling an audience in 
Alabama that Carter “ may be a 
Southerner by birth, but he is a 
Northern liberal by politics.”

Ford on Friday cited plans for 
a three-day campaign trip next 
weekend to Louisiana, Missis­ 
sippi, Alabama and Florida, 
and said, “We care about every 
state and about every voter in 
every state.”

Ford, dropping in on a White 
House reception for officials of 
the Federation of Republican 
Women, talked about beating 
Carter “without a shadow of a 
doubt.” 
Heading for home. Carter 
stopped off in Biloxi, Miss., for 
a campaign appearance with the 
state’s two Democratic sena­ 
tors. 
He said politicians who once 
were bastions of opposition to 
civil rights legislation now are 
symbols of “ a bygone era” and 
should be judged on otjier ac­ 
complishments, not on their 
racial attitudes. 


Flanked by Sens. John Sten- 
nis and Jam es O. Eastland, both 
powerful long-time opponents to 
most civil rights laws. Carter 
called passage of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964 and the laws 
that followed the most en­ 
couraging events in the South 
during his lifetime. 


Those laws, he said, liberated 
the South and the rest of the 
nation from a long preoccupa­ 
tion with the racial issue. 
Carter, asked later how he 
could praise Eastland and Sten- 
nis, who consistently fought the 
civil rights laws Carter views as 
essential, replied: 
“I don’t think it’s fair to stig­ 
matize Southern politicians of a 
bygone day because of their 
stand on the race issue. And as 
far as I know, except on that one 
issue, their credentials are ad­ 
mirable.”

Only 
owner-occupied one to four- 
family humes are eligible for 
private mortgage insurance. 
Insured loans with 5 and 10 per 
cent down are eligible for 
private mortgage insurance. 
Insured loans with 5 and 10 per 
cent down are restricted to one 
and two-family homes. Three 
and four-family owner-occupied 
homes are eligible to receive 
insured loans with a 20 per cent 
down payment made. 
Although private mortgage 
insurers have very liberal loan 
limits, borrowers may discover

Premium charges vary, so it 
would be a good idea to check* 
with a realtor to find out what 
they would be. In normal as well 
as tight mortgage money times, 
a realtor is qualified to help 
buyers seek the best mortgage 
terms available.

police officers to ticket speeding 
violators. Speeding violations' 


^arti by far the main cause of 


traffic accidents in this country 
today. Traffic experts state.that 
if you are involved in a traffic 
accident at double the speed 
limit (25 mph to SO mph), the 
force of impact is four times 
greater. 


Can you imagine damage 


caused when striking another 
moving vehicle, or a stationary 
object, at this speed? The 
primary purpose of police' pa- 
trol, regardless of the method. 
is to prevent this type of ac- 
cident. The concern of the police 
is the welfare of all citizens. 
(This women was ticketed for 
going 48 mph'in a 25 mph zone). 


As a driver education teacher, 


one of our major problems is to 
try and overcome the negative 
attitude of our young people 
toward police officers. The 
•author of the aforementioned 
article appears to contain this 
same negative attitude. A ma- 
ture individual will obey traffic 
laws willingly and will not need 
a police officer behind them to 
force them to do what Is right. 
This is called voluntary obser- 
vance. If we had voluntary ob- 
servance by all drivers, police 
can then put their radar units 
into mothballs.

The Great Coal Debate 


Three Sides of a Momentous Issue 
That Touches AD Our Lives

here are vast coal deposits in 
America, many of them in wilder- 
ness areas of the West. Some say 
we should mine these deposits 


right away because of our pressing need 
for energy. Others fear the damage to the 
environment will be too great, so we 
should leave the coal where it is, or at 
least wait until we have run out of other- 
alternatives. Which is the right thing to do? 


To help clarify the issue, FAMILY 


WEEKLY talked to three men who repre- 
sent different and often.opposed points of 
view: -The energy producers1 viewpoint is 
presented by Donakt C. Cook, recently 
retired chairman of the American Electric 
Power Company, the nation's biggest 
family of electric utilities. The Govem- 


- ment's viewpoint is represented by Hit- 


IhanM P. Read, Assistant Secretary of 
the Interior. The environmentalists' view- 
point: Joi Browd*r,former executive vice 
president of the Environmental Policy 
Center, a Washington-based lobbying and 
citken-action group. (Browder is currently 
in the Energy and Natural Resources Divi- 
sion of the Carter-Mondale Policy Plan- 
ning Office in Atlanta.) 
FAMILY WEEKLY: Do we really need to 
mine a lot more coal? 


Cook: Indeed, yes. At our present rate 


of energy use, our proven reserves of oil 
an^gas will only last another 12 years, our 


uranium 30 years. But we have enough 
coal tolast 500 years. Our need for coal 
will be particularly acute in the next 50 or 
100 years. Off in the future, perhaps 
around the year 20SO, we may develop an 
industry that gets power-in useful amounts' 
from atomic fusion. But until that monster 
Is tamed, coal is the only workable alterna- 
tive in sight. 


RMd: Certainly the nation needs more 


energy, and .coal now looks like our best 
source in the foreseeable future. But it's 
only in recent years that we've begun 
learning about environmental damage 
from mining and burning coal. My posi- 
tion is that we should approach the ques- 
tion slowly enough to allow us to learn 
more. 


Browder: Environmentalists know the 


nation needs more electric power. We 
accept the fact that coal production 
must be doubled in the next 25 years—but- 
we set three conditions: The land must be 
protected where it's mined, particularly 
where it's strip-mined. The air must be 
protected where it's burned. And mine 
safety and health standards must be raised. 
Mining and utility industries have resisted 
all these conditions because they cost 
money. 
FW: Strip-mining seems to be the most 
damaging to the land. Why can't more coal 
be deep-mined? 


Browctar: It could be. There is abun- 


dant coal in certain areas of the East, lying 
deep where it can be mined with relatively 


little environmental hazard if everybody is 
careful. But there are reasons why industry 
wants to avoid that coal. For one thing, 
deep-mining with adequate safety mea- 
sures is more-costly per ton. You get less 
coal per man-hour worked. For another 
thing, big mining interests hold huge leases 
in the West, where most of the coal lies 
near the surface. They picked up these 
leases - at bargain prices under various 
Federal Government programs.. It's 
cheaper for them to use these leases than 
to buy into the -expensive Eastern coal 
industry. 


Cook: We favor Western coal because 


its sulfur content is generally lower. It-can 
be burned_ without violating clean-air 
standards. Environmental groups keep try- 
ing to tell us we can burn high-sulfur. 
Eastern coal if only we install "scrubbers" 
to clean up the smoke. But scrubbers are 
fearfully expensive and don't work very 
well anyhow. We estimate the capital cost 
of scrubbers for all U.S. industry would 
be $40 billion. That would be an idiotic 
misallocation of resources. 
FW: How well can the land be reclaimed? 


Cook: We've shown how well in South- 


eastern Ohio. Our company owns about 
130,000 acres of rolling land there, and 
we've surface-mined some 60 million tons 
of coal from it. Wherever we disturbed the 
land, we reclaimed it and made it better 
than it was. We planted over 34 million 
trees, sowed grass to make grazing lands 
and also established some 35,000 acres of 
public parklands in the area. It's one of Jhe 
most beautiful places on earth. 


Reed: I get a little worried when people 


talk about making land better than it was. 
I don't want the land tinkered with. Just'' 
give it back to me the way it was. One of 
the problems in reclamation is that we 
don't know enough about the land's ability 
to rejuvenate itself. Large parts of the US. 
can probably be reclaimed satisfactorily, 
but perhaps others can't. We need to know 
more about native grasses and seeds and 
the effects of rainfall and erosion. 


Bnwdw: It's relatively easy to turn a 


strip mine into a park in Ohio. In that 
region you've got good, thick soil and a 
lot of rainfall. But in the Northern Plains 
states, the soil in most places is thin, and 
there isn't enough rainfall. I don't know of 
a single successful reclamation project in 
that region. 
FW: Many utilities already have nuclear 
fission plants. Isn't there a hope that more'- 
of these can be built and thus cut down the 
need for coal? 
.

Coo*: I think you'll find this is one area 


Government 


where energy companies and environ- 
mentalists tend to agree. In this com- 
pany we're happy that we have one nuclear 
plant. We are even happier that we don't 
have two. Costs of building and operating 
such plants have -risen so fast in recent 
years that they are no longer economical 
compared to the traditional fuels. A few 
years ago we bought uranium oxide, the 
basic starting material^ for $6.75 a pound. . 
Today it costs us $40 to $50. 
FW: Should the nation be in a big hurry, 
then, to mine all'this coal? How much 
time do we really have? 


RMd: We probably have more time 


than some people will tell you. Projections 
bf future energy needs'have seldom been 
very accurate. America today is using con- 


x siderably less energy than the oracles 


predicted a few years ago. 


Cook: But if we aren't careful, the day 


is bound to come when people turn on 
their light switches and nothing happens. 
Americans can't believe this because 
they've never experienced it. When it does 
occur, then you'll see real panic—the big- 
gest coal rush in history, with 'all caution 
left behind. The result could well be a 
totally wrecked environment. That's why 
1 want to start moving forward how. . - 
FW: Are environmentalists and energy 
producers hopelessly far apart in this 
debate? 


RMd: I don't think so. There is no 


doubt about the need for coal, but there is 
also no doubt that there are dangers in 
uncontrolled mining—dangers that a pru- 
dent society must consider. These are both 
plain truths, and all intelligent people ac- 


.-cept both, no matter which side of the 


debate they stand on. I think compromises 
will be worked out. 
. Browdof: Some people think of en- 
vironmentalists as obstructionists, but that 
isn't true. The main problem is that we 
want the energy to be produced more care- 
fully—which of course means more expen- 
sively. Many people in industry and the 
general public aren't willing to spend the 
extra money. That's the hangup. 


• Cook: No sensible person would ignore 


the environmental hazards we're talking, 
about. But I do believe that'the movement 
in recent years has fallen Into the hands of 
some unscrupulous lawyers and others 
who are in it for the money. To get fees, 
they start and prolong arguments that 
need never have been started at all. If the

Youngsters need to realize that seme tonelines*, some boredom, seme frustration and 
some hurl are a "mull but legitimate part of the human predicament"

nce upon a time there was a 
little girl named Amy. She was 
a straight-A student. On her 
15th birthday, Amy got her first 
B. Amy hanged herself. 


She left us a note: 


"Mom and Dad have never said 


anything tome about having to get 


• good grades. In fact, we rarely talk 


about it. But I know they do not want 
nor could they'tolerate a failure. And 
if I fail in what 1 do, I jail in what 
I am. Goodbye." 


Amy was joined on her birthday by 


another 20 or 30 children in the U.S. 
who also chose to "say "goodbye" that 
day. Their deaths' helped to swell the 
number of adolescent suicides to three 
times what the number was 10 years ago. 
That same 10 years has seen the number 
of children and adolescents admitted to 
psychiatric hospitals, such as the one I 
run, almost triple'. 


In watching that steady stream of 


; troubled youngsters grow wider and 


wider, as I have these past 12 years, I 
have noticed that while the faces keep 
changing, the themes remain the samc. 
The themes are those of "The American 
Fairy Tale." 


1) HAPPINESS IS THINGS

nce upon a time there was a 
little girl named Amy. She was 
a straight-A student. On her

She left us a note: 


“ M om and Dad have never said 
anything to me about having to get 
good grades. In fact, we rarely talk 
about it. But 1 know they do not want 
nor could they tolerate a failure. And 
if I fa il in what I do, / fa il in what 
I am. Goodbye.” 


Amy was joined on her birthday by 
another 20 or 30 children in the U.S.

day. Their deaths helped to swell the 
num ber of adolescent suicides to three 
times what the num ber was 10 years ago. 
That same 10 years has seen the number 
of children and adolescents admitted to 
psychiatric hospitals, such as the one I 
run, almost triple.

of our kids. 


5) HAPPINESS IS

INTO OUTER SPACE 


At a time when we can com­ 
municate with astronauts some 
250,000 miles away, it seems 
tragic that we cannot communi­ 
cate with each other. Perhaps 
our need to communicate far­ 
ther and farther into outer space 
stems from an inner hunger to 
communicate meaningfully with 
the people close to us. 
The communication vacuum 
in part is simply our being too 


busy with important things to 
hear some simple, pretty voices 
that are trying to speak to us. In 
part, it is because things are 
more rapid, fragmented and 
complex, and in this rapidly- 
changing milieu, it is as hard 
for a parent to understand why 
a three-car garage and swim­ 
ming pool are not purpose 
enough for his youngster, as it 
is for the youngster to under­ 
stand why those things are pur­ 
pose enough for his parents. 
But mostly, the communica­ 
tion vacuum is because both 
parties to the transaction forget 
that communication is basically 
a listening, not a speaking, 
stance. One cannot hate a per­ 
son one truly understands- And 
understanding comes from lis­ 
tening. That attitude, that posi­ 
tion. needs to be cultivated by 
all of us. 
Perhaps a boy I know named 
Jimmy said it best. I asked 
Jimmy to define a nervous 
breakdown. He said, "A ner­ 
vous breakdown is when no­ 
body loves you.” 
He's right—and that's tragic. 
But what is also hopeful is that 
since iff—you and I—wrote this 
American Fairy Tale, and since 
it is a continuing saga, it is 
within our power to write a new 
version, with a new outcome. 
All we have to do is listen to 
Amy and Susie and Jimmy—and 
John Doe. whoever he was.
